Associate Pleads Guilty. 

A plea of guilty to the fifth count 
also was entered by Joseph Hafner, 
alias Samuel Goldfarb, a business 
associate of Annenberg, who with 
11 others was accused of aiding 
and abetting in the evasion. 

William J, Campbell, United 
States District Attorney, informed 
United States District Judge James 
H. Wilkerson before a courtroom 
packed with defendants, attorneys 
and spectators that the Attorney- 
General had directed him to advise 
the Court that at the time of sen- 
tencing Annenberg and Hafner the 
Government intended to dismiss all 
other counts of the indictment and

“We are still buying 75 per cent 
of our supply from Illinois to be 
used by factories and large con- 
sumers, who use the mechanical 
equipment which burns the coal 
smokelessly,” Ford wrote Arnold. 
“We have asked of Illinois that 
they process the remaining 25 per 
cent which goes to smaller users. 


The Boycott Movement, 


“After this action was taken by 
us there was a movement among 
the merchants of Southern Illinois 
to boycott St. Louis merchandise,” 
Ford’s letter continue-. 

“The heads of this movement are 
the Chambers of Commerce of Har- 
risburg and Eldorado, Ill. We are 
informed that they are actively at 
work soliciting the merchants of 
Southern Illinois to boycott pur- 
chases from St. Louis. I am won- 
dering if this is not a conspiracy 
against the Federal law dealing 
with restraint of trade? 

“I do not fear the boycott, as it 
is founded on un-American and un- 
economic principles, yet I dislike 
seeing the merchants of our city 
disturbed because of this action, 
even though, in my opinion, it will 
have no lasting effect. If, in your 
opinion, such action is against 
Federal law, I am respectfully re- 
questing that you take whatever ac- 
tion is necessary. I would appreci- 
ate it if you would advise me 
whether the laws of the country are 
involved in this situation.”

Germans Pushed Back in 
Central Norway — They 
Counterattack Above 
West Coast Port, Where 
British Are Closing In. 


LONDON, April 23 (AP).—A 
British news agency (Reuters) dis- 
patch from Stockholm said today 
a fierce battle was reported raging 


in the heart of Norway for posses- 
sion of the “gateway” to Oslo 
where the great Gudbrandsdal Val- 
ley enters the southern plain near 
Lillehammer. 

The Reuters dispatch quoted a 
Swedish message from Roros as 
saying that British and Norwegian 
troops attacking in the direction of 
Hamar, 30 miles south of Lille- 
hammer, have reached Molev de- 
spite strong German resistance. 

Situation Farther East. 

Farther east, German forces 
which had been thrusting north 
from Elverum toward Rena are 
now reported retiring before Brit- 
ish and Norwegian pressure. 

The British War Office reported 

that the Germans had counterat- 
tacked and a “sharp encounter” 
was being fought north of Trond- 
heim, German-held port of the Nor- 
wegian west coast. Stockholm re- 
ports said the British and Nor- 
wegians appeared to be closing in 
on Trondheim from north and 
south, 
The British communique said: 
“Operations in Norway are pro- 
ceeding in co-operation with the 
Norwegian forces. 

“In the south, our troops, in con- 
junction with the Norwegians, are 
resisting enemy pressure. 

“North of Trondheim, our troops 
have been counterattacked and a 
sharp encounter ensued.” 


Airdromes Raided Again. 

The Air Ministry announced that 
the Royal Air Force bombed Ger- 
man air bases in Denmark and Nor- 
way last night. One British plane 
failed to return. 

An Air Ministry communique said: 

“Royal Air Force aircraft carried 
out further attacks on enemy air 
bases in Norway and Denmark dur- 
ing last night. 

“Airdromes at Kjeller and Forne- 
bu, near Oslo, were bombed. In- 
cendiary bombs were seen to start 
a large fire at Fornebu. 

“Aalborg (Denmark) 
further attacked. 

“German claims that four Brit- 
ish aircraft were shot down during 
last night’s operation are false. One 
British aircraft only has failed to 
return.” 

Meanwhile the Home Office be- 
came worried about possible bomb- 
ings in Britain. To householders 
went warnings repeating those of 
last September, when the war 
started. 

The blackout probably will be 
enforced more strictly within the 
next 48 hours, as the danger of the 
war coming to Britain apparently 
is increased in the view of informed 
neutral military and naval sources.

LONDON, April 23 (AP).—New 
decisions “designed to guarantee 
effective co-operation of the Allies” 
were reached at a Supreme War 
Council meeting in Paris yester- 
day and today, it was announced 
in London.

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How Destroyer Hardy Led Attack 
In First Battle of Narvik, Kept Up 
Fight With One Man Left on Bridge 


Wounded Lieutenant, With Guns in Action, 
Steered Ship by Peering Through Hole 
Ripped by Shell. 


LONDON, April 23 (AP).—The 
destroyer Hardy led the British 
attack upon German naval forces 
at Narvik on. April 10, engaging 
in much of the action even after 
every man on the bridge but one 
had been killed or knocked out, the 
Admiralty reported today in the 
first detailed account of this in- 
itial naval battle in Norwegian 
waters. 

The main points of this attack of 
five British destroyers upon six 
German destroyers and addition- 
al supply ships had been told be- 
fore, but today’s statement was 
the first giving a full story, show- 
ing how the Hardy led the attack 
again and again before being 
wrecked by the Germans. 

The Hardy fired at point blank 
range although her Captain was 
mortally wounded and only one 
man was left in action on the 
bridge after the first encounter. 

One Sunk in First Blast. 

The Admiralty report was based 
on “preliminary reports of sur- 
viving officers” of the Hardy, ac- 
cording to a communique. This 
is the story as the Admiralty told 


The Hardy entered Narvik Har- 
bor alone in a heavy snowstorm, 
engaging two larger German 
destroyers and sinking one in the 
first blast. The Hardy next was 
hotly engaged by two German 
ships of superior gunpower and 
by guns mounted ashore, and she 
fired her torpedoes, which made 
havoc among German supply ships 
and transports. Then she with- 
drew. 

The Hardy led a third attack, 
this time encountering three Ger- 
man destroyers steaming towards 
her from Rombaks Fjord. As the 
Hardy turned down the Fjord two 
more German destroyers were 
sighted ahead. Gunfire burst on 
all sides and the Hardy’s bridge 
was wrecked. 

How He Steered Ship. 

Only one man on the Hardy 
bridge was not killed or rendered 
unconscious, and he, Lieut. Stan- 
ning, was crippled. He dragged 
himself to the wheel house, where 
nobody was alive, and steered the 
ship by peering through a hole 
ripped by a shell, 

Lieutenant-Commander Mansell 
kept the remaining guns in action. 


Stanning later turned the wheel 
over to an able seaman and went 
back to the bridge, taking charge 
of the ship. Afterward, he reported 
to the Admiralty, he had a vague 
memory of ramming an enemy ves- 
sel and firing at it almost point 
blank before a shell hit the Hardy’s 
engine room. 

He reported that he beached the 
ship to save life. When the Hardy 
grounded she already was prac- 
tically motionless, with only one 
gun still in action and under heavy 
fire at close range. 

Meantime the British destroyer 
Hunter was sunk and the Hotspur 
and the Hostile were damaged. 
Only the Havock was unscathed. 
But the Germans lost six supply 
ships, one destroyer was torpedoed 
by the Hardy, and three other de- 
stroyers were damaged and left on 
fire. 

Leader of Attack Killed. 

Wounded Capt. Warburton-Lee, 
who commanded the destroyer flo- 
tilla and took responsibility for the 
attack, was lashed to a stretcher 
to be taken ashore, but he did not 
live to reach it. 

The survivors took shelter in 
houses ashore, 80 huddling in one 
house where the housewife and a 
daughter distributed food and all 
available clothing. 

The officers said the men were 
“very courageous.” One able sea- 
man, named Bailey, was half frozen 
and had one hand shot off, but 
“never once murmured.” 

The survivors next began a trek 
to nearby Ballangen, dragging the 
wounded on sledges. En route they 
met British merchant seamen from 
the steamer North Cornwall, which 
had been captured by the Germans 
the day before. The British prison- 
ers were released by the Germans 
during the action when a prison 
supply ship was sunk. 

The British survivors were res- 
cued by H. M. S. Ivanhoe on April 
13, after the Warspite and other 
British warships attacked German 
forces in Narvik and Rombaks 
fjords in a second battle.

[New Theory Encephalitis Is Caused 
By Eating Drouth-Affected Grain 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

NORMAN, Ok., April 23.—Men 
and animals may contract sleeping 
sickness as a result of eating grains 
affected by drouth, Dr. Alma J. 
Neill, professor of physiology at the 
University of Oklahoma, asserted 
today. 

It is her theory that the disease, 
encephalitis, sprang from an alco- 
hol-soluble toxin—a polson that can- 
not be broken down by heat—in 
sweet corn. 

Dr. Neill, who grew up on an 
Illinois corn farm, related she hit 
on the idea when driving past corn 
fields near St. Louis at the time 
of the 1933 sleeping sickness epi- 
demic there. 

Noticing that dry weather had 
turned the stalks an unnatural col- 
or, she obtained ears of corn from 
several fields and took them to her 
laboratory, where she experimented 
with hundreds of mice. In con- 


ducting post-mortems on rodents 
and small animals killed by the 
disease toxin, she found that the 
nervous systems — especially the 
brains—were affected like those of 
human beings who had been strick 
en. At present she is experim 
ing with horses, hundreds of which 
are killed by encephalitis in Okla. 
homa and other states each year. 

“IT am convinced that the disease 
is caused by the toxin in the corn 
and not by the bite of an insect,” 
Dr. Neill said. “I don’t know just 
how the toxin gets:‘there, but I be. 
lieve weather conditions affect the 
grains.” 

Dr. Neill said her research indi 
cates cooking of corn had no effect 
on the toxin. 

She has spent seven years seek. 
ing the cause of encephalitis. She

ble, It proposed to return tl.. CAA 
to the Department of Commerce, 
which had an unsavory record in 
the handling of aviution affairs up 
to 1938, and it would abolish the 
one agency, the Air Safety Board, 
which was generally -redited for 
the fine record made by the CAA 
and the commercial airlines. 

It will be recalled that the CAA 
and the Air Safety Board were cre- 
ated after a Senate committee, 
spurred by the death of Senator 
Bronson Cutting in an airplane 
crash in Northern Missouri, found 
that.the old Commerce Department 
Bureau of Air Commerce was law- 
maker, judge and jury in aviation 
disasters and spent much of its 
time investigating its own officials 
and its own regulations. Crash 
after crash gave commercial avia- 
tion a dangerous name and the or- 
ganizational setup prevented the 
bureau from making impartial and 
independent investigations, free 
from political influence. 


Survey by Air Pilots. 


The Air Line Pilots’ Association, 
through its president, David 
Behncke, in a survey of the work 
of the old bureau, found that under 
the old Department of Commerce 
regime, 476 persons lost their lives, 
of whom 146 were pilots. On this 
point Behncke says: 

“The ranks of the air line pilots 
were being thinned at the startling 
rate of averaging’ one every 28 
days. The crash-scared public was 
afraid to ride and this resulted in 
large revenue losses and hindered 
progress in aviation.” 

Although the President now pro- 
poses to put the CAA back into 
the Commerce Department, he 
made no such recommendation 
when McCarran and others in Con- 
gress were trying to correct a bad 
situation. He appointed an inter-de- 
partmental committee of six mem- 
bers to draft legislation, and when 
this committee urged changes with- 
in the Commerce Department, he 
did not send their recommenda- 
tions to Congress but called in Mc- 
Carran and aviation officials to 
tell them to work out a practicable 
plan. 

The CAA, as an independent 
agency, was the result, with the 
Air Safety Board, although nomi- 
nally in the CAA, completely inde- 
pendent of the regulations-making

dustry on its feet. 

“My only prayer now is _ that 
we'll be able to keep it up. I be- 
lieve we will if the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Act of 1938 is properly admin- 
istered and if the Air Safety Board 
is kept strong and free from in- 
fluences that will deter ft from 
what it was established to do—to 
call a spade a spade where safety 
is involved. 

“The Air Safety Board is truly 
the sentinel of safety in air travel 
and so long as it is kept at its 
post armed with the necessary 
wherewith to do its duties properly 
both in finance and proper back- 
ing in Congress and the regulation- 
making and enforcing of the CAA, 
we have an excellent chance of 
continuing the splendid safety rec- 
ord that has been created during 
the past 12 months.

GUARDS AT MUNITIONS DUMP

Fire on Group of Youths Said to 
Be Sympathetic to Pro-Nazi 
Iron Guard. 


BUCHAREST, April 23 (AP). —

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP).— 
Admiral H. R. Stark, chief of naval 
operations, said today the navy 
does not subscribe to Rear Admiral 
Joseph K. Taussig’s prediction of 
eventual war with Japan.

Condition of 
some 40 victims still in Little Falls 
and Herkimer (N. Y.) hospitals was 
reported unchanged. 

Track and roadbed conditions at 
the scene of the Friday night wreck 
were “excellent” before -the wreck, 
A. R. Jones, division engineer, de- 
clared at the investigation. 

Engineer Jesse Earl, Albany, who 
was buried today, was “awake and 
alert” just hefore the crash, Jones 
added. Otherwise, he said, auto- 
matic signals 8000 and 2600 feet 
from the curve would have stopped 
the New York-Chicago train. 

The Limited left Albany 21 min- 
utes late and lost two minutes be- 
fore the accident, Conductor 
Charles 3 Grattan said. (A 
speedometer tape showed the train 
made “70 to 72 miles an hour” on 
some Mohawk Valley stretches and 
58 miles an -hour “about the time” 
it hit the fatal curve. The latter 
was 13 miles an hour in excess of 
regulation speed.) 

Discolored brake shoes and some 
evidence of skidding indicated En- 
gineer Earl may have used emer- 
gency brakes some distance before 
he hit the curve, R. G. Ruxton, 
Utica (N. Y.) car foreman, said. 

Railroad officials stated all parts 
of the wrecked engine would be as- 
sembled as soon as possible for “a

RIGHT AND RESPONSIBILITY. 
With only the last of its die-hards, Justice McRey- 
nolds. dissenting, the United States Supreme Court 
yesterday held unconstitutional the anti-picketing 
statutes of Alabama and Shasta County, California. 
Justice Murphy, newest member of the court, who 
delivered the opinions, accepted the view of the com- 
plaining CIO and AFL unions that such legislation 
limited freedom of discussion in labor disputes and 
so operated as a violation of free speech. 

Pickets carrying umbrellas before “unfair” places 
of business or walking up and down in sandwich 
signs are such common sights in Missouri and Illi- 
nois that the importance of the Supreme Court’s 
ruling is likely to be underestimated in thisipart of 
the country. For the fact is that the freedom ac- 
corded to labor pickets in the St. Louis area has all 
too frequently been denied them elsewhere. _ 

In the Alabama case, the evidence showed only that 
an employe of the Brown Wood Preserving Co. of 
Brownsville, Ala., had asked another employe not to 
return to work until settlement of a strike. There 
was no testimony to show violence or threat of vio- 
lence. Yet the mere request of a striking employe 
to another for co-operation in the dispute was 
enough to bring the striker afoul of the Alabama 
law. When the case went to the Supreme Court, it 
was with the restricting statute blessed by the 
highest tourt of Alabama. 

The voiding of these statutes shows the Supreme 
Court pressing on in its serious business of bringing 
controlling precedents into harmony with prevailing 
social thought. For quite obviously, yesterday’s rul- 
ings cannot be reconciled, for example, with the 
famous 5-to-4 anti-labor decision in the case of 
Truax vs. Corrigan, 1921. 

That case grew out of the attempt of Arizona, on 
its admission, to set up an immunity from the in- 
junctive process for peaceful picketing. Arizona 
looked over the country, found that New York, 
Connecticut, Montana and certain other states al- 
lowed circularization of an employer’s customers in 
labor disputes, that New Jersey, Minnesota and Penn- 
sylvania did not, and then deliberately chose the 
rule of the former group, 

Yet the Supreme Court then, speaking through 
Chief Justice Taft, would not allow the protection 
for peaceful pickets which Arizona asked, and the 
views of Justice Holmes and Brandeis had to be writ- 
ten in strong dissent. Once more the minority views 
of those prophetic jurists have become the law of the 
court and of the land. 

The national victory which organized labor has 
now won declares a responsibility as much as a right. 
The legal right to picket peacefully sets up no moral 
right to picket irresponsibly. A picket before a 
place of business should signify a valid complaint on 
the part of employes against existing working condi- 
tions. But there are times when it does not, when 
it means instead that a whim is being indulged or 
a shakedown is in progress. Then misleaders of 
labor are prostituting a device which must be kept 
undefiled if it is to appeal to the public. 

Few things could be worse for labor than to have 
it take the Supreme Court’s modernization of picket- 
ing precedents as a cue for a wave of irresponsible, 
unsocial strikes. The reaction should be of a direct- 
ly opposite nature.  Yesterday’s rulings should re- 
mind labor that within its ranks are racketeers who 
set out and take in pickets as if they were puppets— 
that labor has a lot of housecleaning to do. 
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The Nazis have solemnly promised Russia they 
will not attack Sweden, and Moscow knows that Hit- 
ler’s word is just as good as Stalin’s.

.| these days, is a movement of high humanitarian and 


educational possibilities. 

This new crusade is reminding American boys and 
girls of the blessings of life in a democratic land, 
blessings too long taken for granted if thought of at 
all. Second, it is providing them with a convenient 
and properly managed channel through which their 
voluntary contributions of nickels and dimes, and 
pennies, for that matter, may be joined in behalf of 
the homeless, hungry children of the nations at war. 

The Board of Education of New York City, after 
a careful inspection of the educational materials 
which are part of the crusade program, has welcomed 
it to the New York schools as a forceful way of teach- 
ing the meaning of democracy. 

But so far, there has been no indication that the 
St. Louis public school system is to participate in this 
unique undertaking. Perhaps this is because of the 
many disconcerting things which the administration 
of the system has had to face in recent months. But 
internal difficulties are not sufficient reason to pass 
over a cause like this one. Boys and girls of St.

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“DEAR BURT” ONCE MORE. 

From Washington comes word that President 
Roosevelt has forgotten and forgiven all toward Sen- 
ator Burton K. Wheeler. Erased from memory are 
the bitter days when the New Dealers denounced 
the Montanan for leading the fight against the court- 
packing plan, and began grooming Representative 
Jerry O’Connell as the candidate to oust him from 
the Senate. 

The President once more addresses the Senator 
as “Dear Burt” and has invited him to the White 
House for a bit of political chitchat. It is entirely 
proper that President Roosevelt should be the one 
to make the move for a reconciliation. Senator 
Wheeler’s opposition to the court-packing scheme was 
entirely sincere, and his course was infinitely more 
creditable than the rubber-stamp acquiescence of the 
Senators who “went along” for party reasons, 

There is hardly a man in the whole upper house of 
Congress who has a more valid claim to be con- 
sidered a progressive. For 30 years, Burton Wheeler 
fought side by. side with the late Senator Walsh 
against the domination of Montana politics by the 
copper interests. He was Senator Walsh’s strong 
right arm in the Teapot Dome expose, and has been 
a leader in railroad reform legislation. 

In’'the current New Republic, Hamilton Basso has 
an interesting discussion of Senator Wheeler as a 
possibility for the Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. This writer says that the “liberal brand” on 
the Montana Senator was never in question, though 
the New Dealers tried especially hard to blot it out. 
This was imperative strategy, he explains, because 
they feared people would say, “If a liberal like Sen- 
ator Wheeler is against this bill, it must be bad.” 

While the reported reconciliation with the Presi- 
dent obviously does not mean that Senator Wheeler 
will have White House support for the Democratic 
nomination, it may well mean he can have a try for 
it without fearing a presidential veto, -And this is as 
it should be. Nothing could be more unjust than for 
Senator Wheeler to be penalized for following an in- 
dependent conscience on the court-packing bill.

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GREAT MUSIC FOR ALL. 

The rich, majestic music of Beethoven, the en- 
chanting subtleties of Debussy, the boisterous self- 
assertion of Wagner, the sad, glad genius of Tschai- 
kowsky and the modern rhythms of Stravinsky are 
recommended to us time and time again. Great 
music is truly ennobling and soul-satisfying, and 
yet it remains unheard and unknown for many 
simply because it is expensive. There are budgets 
that cannot afford symphony tickets and $12 rec- 
ord albums. The radio has done much to offset 
this. However, a symphony to be understood must 
be heard over and over, That inevitably means a 
‘record library.

Breaking a Bottleneck 


Department of Justice drive to root out “unholy alliances” to 
hike cost of building supplies and labor has ample legal precedent, 
says writer; anti-trust campaign attacks only those union activi- 
ties which have no “reasonable relation” to collective bargaining.

HIS country is now experiencing the 

most ambitious effort in its history to 

break down the vicious combinations 
which help make home building a hazard- 
ous undertaking for the average citizen. We 
shall consider here the cost of labor and 
building supplies, and what the Temporary 
National Economic Committee hearings 
revealed as to the unholy alliances which 
“protect” unreasonable prices for both. 

Gen, Robert E. Wood, chairman of the 
board of Sears, Roebuck & Co., made a 
startling statement. He had been asked 
why Sears abandoned its plan to do in the 
Chicago vicinity what it had done at Kan- 
kakee, Ill., 56 miles south of that city: name- 
ly, to build houses for its workers selling 
for $3400, including the lot. 

« * x“ 

“The difference in the cost of the house 
was the difference between $3100 and $4800,” 
Joseph J. O’Connell, who conducted the build- 
ing construction hearings, summarized. 
“What, in general, would you think were 
the major factors that would explain the 
great difference in costs?” 

“Well, there were materials, labor and re- 
strictions on labor in Chicago as against 
Kankakee,” the witness replied. “In Kanka- 
kee, we had union labor, but there were no 
restrictions on installations, on materials. 
There are a great many in Chicago; there 
are also certain things in the building code 
in Chicago which add to the cost. 

“In Chicago, labor will install only ma- 
terials of certain companies or certain con- 
tractors. For instance, my company has an 
enormous plumbing business all over the 
country, and in all the smaller towns and 
cities we use union labor that will install 
our material as well as anybody else’s: in 
our own city we can’t install any plumbing 
in any new building or in any commercial 
building, including our own; we can’t use 
our own stuff!” 

Put in o#her words, in Chicago, as in many 
large American cities, only the right people, 
using the material selected and made by 
the right people, are permitted to supply 
citizens—owners or contractors—with essen- 
tial building materials. 

* cd « 

All this was; of course, no news to the De- 
partment of Justice, which had been carry- 
ing on its own investigation of restraints in 
the building industry. The Department of 
Justice is girded with the largest appropria- 
tions for anti-trust law enforcement in its 
history, though the number of complaints 
upon which it has been impossible to take 
action is evidence of the inadequacy even 
of these funds. Organized labor had always 
considered itself immune from the anti-trust 
laws. But there was no equivocation in 
Thurman Arnold’s statement. 

“We wish to make it clear,” he wrote to 
the Central Labor Union of Indianapolis in 
November, “that it is only such boycotts, 
strikes or coercion by labor unions as have 
no reasonable connection with wages, hours, 
health, safety, the speed-up system or the 
majntenance of the right of collective bar- 
gaining which will be prosecuted.” 

Just so there could be no question of what 


he had in mind, Mr. Arnold enumerated five 
types of situations in which his enforcement 
drive would apply to unions: 

1. Unreasonable restraints designed to pre- 
vent the use of cheaper material, improved 
equipment or more efficient methods. - 

2. Unreasonable restraints designed to 
compel the hiring of useless and unneces- 
sary labor. 

3. Unreasonable restraints designed to en- 
force systems of graft and extortion. 

4. Unreasonable restraints designed to en- 
force illegally fixed prices. 

5. Unreasonable restraints designed to de- 
stroy an established and legitimate system 


of collective bargaining. 

Actually, it is a short view that sees the 
present drive as injurious to the long-term 
interest on the labor movement. 

For the Department of Justice investiga- 
tions showed that it is employers and busi- 
ness men who are at least equally responsi- 
ble with certain labor leaders for the so- 
called “labor rackets” which are the princi- 
pal target for baiters of labor. An exclusive 
arrangement with labor is always the clos- 
ing link in a building racket. In return for 
the employers’ agreement to hire only union 
labor, and possibly for other considerations 
as well, a union agrees to call strikes on 
would-be competitors quoting lower prices. 
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The statutes under which Mr. Arnold is 
proceeding derive from the Sherman Act 
(1890) and the Clayton Act (1914). The 
Sherman Act says nothing specifically re- 
garding labor. It has been construed both 
to include and exclude labor. But the Clay- 
ton Act, which Samuel Gompers pressed as 
the safeguard of labor, says in Section 6: 

“The labor of a human being is not a 
commodity or article of commerce. Nothing 
contained in the antitrust laws shall be 
construed to forbid the existence and op- 
eration of labor, agricultural or horticultural | 
organizations instituted for the purpose of | 
mutual help, and not having capital stock 
or conducted for profit, or to forbid or re- 
strain individual members of such organiza- 
tions from lawfully carrying out the legiti- 
mate objects thereof; nor shall such or- 
ganizations or the members thereof be held 
or construed to be illegal combinations or 
conspiracies in restraint of trade under the 
anti-trust laws.” 

But Supreme Court precedents would 
seem clearly to justify the Arnold program, 
particularly the ruling in the Brim case 
(1926), in which it was held that the anti- 
trust laws had been violated by certain 
Chicago carpenters’ unions which combined 
with millwork companies in an agreement 
by which the carpenters boycotted materials 
from other mills. 

Benjamin Werne, editor of the “Annual 
Survey of Economic Legislation,” says: : 

“The Supreme Court of the United States 
has held that the exemption is not available 
to a labor union or its members where the

Passing of the Missouri Country Town

HILE in the business of regretting 
things, let us all shed a tear for the 
passing of the country town in Missouri. 

You think it hasn’t gone out of existence? 
Well, the kind of country town we knew 25 
years ago has gone, and in its place you'll 
find a modern village with a Packard or 
two. The old opera house has been convert- 
ed into a motion picture theater and is 
showing Hedy Lamarr’s latést film. Main 
street is paved, there are electric lights in 
homes and stores and, all in all, the village 
is a right pert place. 

Possibly the most radical change in the 
small town is the wide use of electricity in 
the last few years. Down in our town, 
where we used to store ice in the winter 
time against use in the summer, most of 
the homes have electric refrigeration now, 
Twenty-four-hour electric service is avail- 
able, too. We recall distinctly when the 
first electric lights were installed about 25 
years ago. It was a iocal plant and the 
service ended at 10 o’clock at night. If you 
young folk don’t think that was a decided 
advantage to courtship, you’re crazy! 

You who never have eaten a meal by 
lamplight have missed a great scene. There 
was a coziness about it that cannot be 
equaled elsewhere. We didn’t have picture 
shows in those days, but we had an “opry”

Main street is alive with 
traffic until early morning hours. Few of 
the trains stop, but trucks haul the cattle to 
market. Other trucks bring in merchandise. 

People move too fast for the local news- 
paper editor to attempt to chronicle their 
movements. Time was when the editor met 
the trains and knew just about where every- 
body had been and what they went for. To- 
day, if the train stops at all, only one or two 
passengers alight. Joe Jones can drive to 
Kansas City and back before you can say | 
Jack Robinson—and he does. 

Of course, those were horse-and-buggy 
days, but they were pretty fine and just for 
a few hours, anyhow, we'd like to be back | 
in the home town as it was.

This advantage be lost 
quickly if legislators should clamp a heavy 
tax on crude oil used for motor fuel. 08 
the other hand, the engine built by Dt 
Rudolph Diesel in 1892 may be perfected 


by current scientists to enable it to oes a alter a 


a possible tax handicap and still be mo 
efficient than the gasoline motor. 

To the conservationist, the main value o 
the Diesel motor is that it promises to pre 
long the present visible oil supply DY mak- 
ing it go further as fuel than if it all had 
to be converted into gasoline. From ths 
point of view, increase in the use of Diesel 
motors is welcome, despite its effects on 
fining and other industrial interests.

value in books, but in reality, it 
appears lifeless and uninteresting 
unless it is made up artfully. The 
most beautiful skin, according to 
Hollywood make-up artists, is one 
which has pink undertones. [If 
these are not in your skin, the same 


glowing effect can be achieved 


through proper diet and _ certain 
make-up tricks. 

Use a foundation preparation at 
least one shade darker than the 
natural tone of your skin—one with 
plenty of warm pink tones in it. 
Your powder should be a bit lighter 
than the foundation, with fewer 
pink or red tones in it. By all means 
do not destroy the translucent, nat- 
ural look of a skin by coating it 
too heavily. Be sure the foundation 
has “set” before powdering or oth- 
erwise your skin will look blotched. 
Select lipsticks which have clear 
red coloring—not the rust shades, 
nor the bluish shades. 

A diet routine similar to the one 
Miriam Hopkins followed during 
the filming of a recent picture will 
help to brighten sallow complexions. 
Lemon juice in warm water was 
taken each morning before break- 
fast. Miriam drank plenty of milk, 
ate vegetable salads, fruits, lean 
meats, baked potatoes (beets only 


on Sundays) and she got plenty of 
night rest. 

Girls with sallow skin should 
never wear yellow or purple. Those 
shades emphasize the yellow tone 
of your skin. Choose, instead, 
white, black, all blues, blue-greens 
such as turquoise, and don’t be 
afraid of red. It is one of the best 
colors for sallow skin. providing you 
carefully select the two or three 
shades of red which particularly 
flatter you. Then key your make- 
up to the shades you select. 


Some stars, and many other wom- 
en, have greatly added to the beau- 
ty of their skin tone by deftly 
using a liquid skin tint. This brand 
of coloring comes in eight or nine 
shades, ranging from the slightly 
deeper than flesh tone to the deep 
red-brown of the gipsy skin. Care 
must be taken, however, to use them 
strictly according to directions 
given for, although they are harm- 
less to the skin, if you do not cover 
all the neck, upper chest and face, 
you will look odd. In experimenting 
with one or two of the shades I 
found that I had to dilute them with 
water before I applied it. 

Remember, too, that your lipstick 
and rouge must harmonize with the 
deeper skin tone—those you have 
been using for your lily white face 
will never do! . ;

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Germ Which 
Causes Most 
Food Infection

HAT is salmonella food poi- 
soning? 


Health authorities at the present 
time are of the opinion that most 
food poisoning is due to salmonella 
infection. It used to be called “pto- 
maine poisoning,” but this is an in- 
accurate term. 

Salmonella is a germ which is 
particularly likely to infect food. 

Probably a great deal of what 
has been called intestinal influenza 
this winter is due to salmonella 
poisoning. 


Salmonella causes acute irritation 
of the stomach and intestinal tract, 
with nausea, vomiting, prostration 
and a slight temperature. Accord- 
ing to M. J. Rosenau, the famous 
authority on hygiene in the United 
States, “Most instances of fod poi- 
soning are from food that is fin- 
gered and fussed over, inadequately 
processed or imperfectly preserved, 
There is little danger in fresh, 
clean food, whereas food that is 
prepared hours before it is eaten 
gives opportunity for the growth of 
bacteria. The .chief offenders in 
food infection are meat, milk and 
mixtures containing these prod- 
ucts.” | 


In treatment, salmonella infec- 
tion is self-limited and usually dis- 
appears after two or three days of 
liquid diet and the use of mild sed- 
atives. 
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ARE THERE any occupational 
hazards among photographers? 


Nowadays photography is a high- 
ly individualistic art, and a great 
many different chemicals are used 
which have different possibilities of 
ill effects. No two large establish- 
ments use precisely the same chem- 
icals. There is, therefore, no single 
occupational disease due to any sin- 
gle chemical or procedure which 
can be put down as a hazard for 
photographers. 


Such things as the sulfates,-for 
instance, diamidophenol _ sulfate, 
acids, sodium thiosulfate, borax and 
potassium bromide may cause erup- 
tions on the skin and dermatitis, 
either from contact or from inhala- 
tion of these substances. 

A great many chemicals used in 
photography also cause anemia and 
destruction of the red cells of the 
blood. 


I am asked particularly about 
dizziness and loss of hearing and 
loss of smell. This combination of 
symptoms is not associated with 
any particular chemical used in 
photography, but benzine is used 
in mounting prints and in different 
kinds of cement, so photographers 
are exposed to evaporated benzine. 
In the case of suspicion, it would 
be well to investigate the fatiguabil- 
ity of the person who is ill; also 
make a careful blood count and find 
out what kind 6f mounting cement 
is used.

Four bunches green onions, three 
tablespoons butter, four tablespoons 
flour, one cup evaporated milk, one 
cup water, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt, one cup grated sharp cheese. 

Boil onions until tender in salted 
water. Meanwhile, melt butter, 
blend in flour, add milk and water, 
and stir over direct heat until sauce 
boils and thickens. Add salt and 
cheese, stirring until cheese is thor- 
oughly blended with sauce. Drain 
onions and pour sauce over them. 
(Onions may be cut in one-inch 
lengths or may be left whole and 
cooked like asparagus; there is 
less shrinkage if they are  ieft 
whole.) Serves five.

South's Poor 

Playing Ruins 
Strong Hand

West opened the 10 of clubs; de- 
clarer won with the king and drew 
two rounds of diamonds. He then 
cashed the ace and king of hearts, 
discarding one of dummy’s spades, 
and then, with much agonizing, at- 
tempted to guess the position of the 
outstanding spade honors. Fortune, 
however, did not crown his ef- 
forts. 

After leading to the spade ace, he 
returned a small spade toward his 
queen-nine. East, not being char- 
itably inclined, played low on the 
second round without the slightest 
hesitation. Declarer attempted to 
force the king by playing his 
own nine spot. All he managed 
to force, however, was the jack 
from West's hand, and West now 
had the perfectly simple exit of a 
club into dummy’s blank ace. The 
spade king still had to be con- 
ceded to East for the setting 
trick. 

This hand hardly could have 
been easier, involving, as it did, the 
simplest form of elimination play. 
After winning the opening club lead 
(no matter in which hand) declar- 
er should have drawn the out- 
standing trumps. He then should 
have cashed the other club and 
played the ace and king of hearts, 
discarding a spade from dummy 
on the latter, after which the third 
heart should have been ruffed. 
Then the South hand should have 
been entered with a trump, and a 
low spade led to dummy’s 10. 

Regardless of the position of the 
king and jack, this would have as- 
sured declarer against losing more 
than one spade trick. If East won 
the 10 with the jack, he would 
either have to return a spade, giv- 
ing declarer a free finesse against 
the king, or a suit that declarer 
could ruff while dummy was dis- 
carding its last losing spade. 

There are enough unavoidable 
guesses at bridge without creating 
new ones.
